Articles proposing 
much of Tewksbury, con-

‘Article 73 includes the master 
plan's recommendations for 
changing present zoning by-laws 
and the town's zoning map. 
Passage of the article would mean, 
among other things, that large 
areas of the town would become 
residential zones that today are 
zoned for business or industry. 

Planned Unit Development 
Overlay Districts would be 
allowed under zoning proposals. In 
such areas, developers could 
either build residential homes or 
mini-communities of single and 
multifamily homes serviced by 
smnall convenience shops. 

Would rezone much land 

The zoning proposals would 
allow rezoning of much of the town 
to residential districts where 
cluster developments would be 
allowed but not required. Cluster 


developments are subdivisions 
where lot area and frontage 
requirements are reduced to allow 
more open space and efficient use 
of land, The total number of 
building lots, however, would be no 
greater than the number allowed if 
the subdivision was not built as a 
cluster development. 

Another major change allowed 
in the zoning proposals would per- 
mit multifamily housing in the 
town center area. 

Passage of articles 57-60 would 
allow the sewer commission to 
begin phase one of the town's 
sewer construction program. The 
federal government has ordered 
the town to begin providing sewers 
and sewage treatment. 

Included in the sewer articles 
are permission for the sewer com- 
mission to float a $425,000 bond 
issue for the first step in providing 
sewers. Permission is also sought 
to allow the commission to 
negotiate a contract with Lowell, 
whose proposed sewer treatment 
facilities would be used by the 
town.

‘The SRC zone, Mr. Harding said, 
could encompass much of the pre- 
sent swampland, now in 
Wilmington, and other areas away 
from the travelled roads, on which 
no homes have been built.

‘ThesPlanning Board voted against, 
Articles $3, 34 and 35 (changes in 
zoning, for former Dr. Rounds 
land in North Wilmington), 39 
(Gas Station on Lowell Street), 40 
(Apartment Hous Zoning By-law), 
41 and 42 (change zoning along 
Woburn St., for apartments), and 
43 (change zoning of Ox-Bow 
Acres, so called, near Eames 
Street). 

In the discussion about the 
proposed motel - restaurant com- 
plex in North Wilmington the 
members agreed that they would 
like to see the old building con- 
verted into a restaurant. 

Bob Leahy said that he could 
vote for Apartment Zoning Byl- 
aws, now being proposed by 
Stanley Webber, with certain 
changes, he did not specify the 
changes, and none were pr 
Bill MacKinnon said he was totally 
against apartment zoning.
